Message from the £)Jsliop 

Dear brother priests, pastoral ministers and lay faithful, 

Advent peace to all of you! The Bishop is the chief liturgist in the 
diocese. As such, he has to ensure that the liturgies celebrated within 
his diocese conform with the universal norms given to us by the Vatican 
and the particular norms given by the Bishop when he has the authority 
to do so. 

Bishop Cupich instituted a particular norm for our diocese some 
years ago, asking the faithful to stand until the communion process was 
complete. Whereas I understand and respect Bishop Cupich's decision, I 
would like to return to the norm of kneeling during the communion 
process except when the faithful are in procession to receive communion 
and returning to their seats. 

My reasons for making this change reside in a desire for following 
the norms that most dioceses have in place. In addition, we have many 
visitors in some parts of the diocese and following the norms of most 
other dioceses enables those visitors to feel welcome and comfortable in 
our places of worship. It avoids confusion and misunderstanding. The 
change from standing to kneeling during the Communion Rite does not 
mean that there is a new interpretation of the communal character of 
the communion procession. 

Kneeling in the pew before and after receiving communion is not 
meant to encourage our own personal time in prayer with the Lord. 
Regardless of our posture, the General Instruction of the Roman Missal 
still promotes full congregational singing by all the faithful whether in 
the Communion line or kneeling in the pews. In other words, this 
change does not negate or change the fact that everyone is encouraged 
to sing together to express our unity. This would remain an expectation 
for this liturgical practice for the Diocese of Rapid City. 

I would like to implement this directive immediately effective the 
weekend of the Third Sunday of Advent. Know of my thoughts and 
prayers for all the priests and the faithful of the diocese as we continue 
this Advent season and prepare for the glorious celebration of the Lord's 
birth.
